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RE HOSE WITH HELP OF SHERIFF, 


An overcrowded jail, bored 
prisoners and the hot summer 
weather combined this week to 
ignite an inmate uprising atthe 
Coffee County jail. The 
uprising apparently climaxed 
Tuesday night when the inmates 
sat fires and flooded the area 
by stopping up the drains and 
turning on the upstairs water 
faucets. 

The disturbance was quieted 
by the strong will of county law 
enforcement officials and the 
dampened spirits of the in- 
mates after the Elba Fire De- 
partment poured gallons upon 
gallons of water through the 
windows in a successful effort 
to extinguish the various fires 
set by some of the prisoners. 

_ During the night Monday 
night, some of the inmates 
tore loose the window screens 
installed during the day Mon- 
day. The screens were install- 
ed to keep mosquitos out of the 
prison cells. They said the 
screen wire made the jail too 
hot. When Sheriff Neil Gran- 
tham was questioning one of 
the more vocal inmates Tues- 
day morning, he was warned 
that there was more to come 
and one reason cited was be- 
cause of the new rules at the 
jail. One of these is a rule 
that prohibits inmates from 
receiving food from outside the 
jail unless it is cookies, etc. 

Grantham said that in the 
past left over food and even 
watermelon rinds have been 
stuffed in the toilets, causing 
them to become stopped up. 
This combined with the danger 


of weapons being smuggled inte - 
jail inside or under food caused 


the rule change. : 

After questioning the in- 
mates and finding none who 
would admit the damage to the 
screens, Grantham decreed 
that two portable televisions 
would be removed from the 
upstairs cells. He saidthe use 
of the personal TV’s was a 
privilege and the inmates had 
not shown good faith. 

Tuesday night shortly after 
the lights were turned out up- 
stairs, Jailer Jack Smart, dis- 
covered the flooding water and 
then the set fires. This was 
about 10:20 p.m. After addi- 


tional law officers were sum- 
moned and the fire department 
arrived, another fire was set 
in the framing ofa back window 
that had been broken out, ap- 
parently with the framing from 
a window screen. The material 
used to start the fires appeared 
to be either towels, mattress 
covers or some white clothing. 
THE ELBA CLIPPER watched 
as a stick added flammable 
material to the fire in the win- 
down about 3 or 4 feet outside 
the cell bars. 

At this point, Grantham 
asked the fire department for 
help in extinguishing the blazes 
before more damage was done 
and before someone suffered 
from the flames or smoke. Fire 
Chief Lloyd Driggers in- 
structed the fire fighters to 
shoot the water into the up- 
stairs windows until they were 
sure the fires were out. 

Just before the firemen 
actually turned on the water, 
an inmate was heard to say, 
“If one drop of water comes 
up here, we will burn every 
mattress cover in the place.” 
However, after the firemen 
had completed their job, con- 
siderable water was on the 
floor and apparently the mat- 
tress covers were too wet to 
burn because no more fires 
erupted. 

After the water hoses were 
turned off, the inmates again 
began shouting to the law of- 
ficers and photographers on 
the ground. One asked for a 
bar of soap so he could com- 
plete his shower bath; another 
asked to borrow a cigarette 
from a fellow inmate and was 
told that the cigarettes were 
floating around in the water 
somewhere; another began giv- 
ing his fellow inmates a tongue 
lashing because he had gotten 
wetter than they were and had 
nothing to do withthe incident. 
“J got washed right out of my 
bed,” he said. A few minutes 
later he said, “that if they 
started anything else they 
would have to deal with me be- 
cause I have got to live here.” 

About midnight Tuesday or 
a little later the jailhouse law- 
yers began to yell about “filing 
a writ” while another yelled for 


District Attorney Lewey Ste- 
phens. Grantham. explained to 
THE ELBA CLIPPER that he 
had no other choice but to wet 
down the entire upstairs popu- 
lation of the jail, “They were 
in danger from the fires and 
under the circumstances it was 


unsafe for the firemen to go . 


inside the cells to reach the 
fires.” 

Another inmate threatened 
that if someone didn’t nego- 
tiate with them, “we'll do it 
again tomorrow night.” How- 
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ever, Wednesday the quietness 
of damp, cold and sleep in- 
mates was a far cry from riot 
activities. 

Wednesday a planned trans- 
fer of six of the Coffee County 
inmates to a Pike County jail 
was Carried out but more were 
quickly added to the local jail 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Several of the prisoners as- 
signed to the county jail are 
on trusty status and during 
the entire evening they worked 


with firemen and law officers,

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to restore order to the jail. 
One trusty told THE ELBA 
CLIPPER “we want the people 
of Elba and Coffee County to 
know that we appreciate our 
. trusty status and didn’thave 
anything to do withthis mess.” 

Clean-up was still in pro- 
gress Wednesday morning and 
Grantham said the prisoners 
would be fed as soon as ser- 
vices could be restored in the 
jail kitchen and water had dried 
out of the electric wires.

To completely stop this 
duplication, it was necessary to 
set up school zones which nat- 
urally upset some attendance 
patterns. The school board 
did say that a parent could 
transport a child to another 
school zone at his or her own 
expense if that school could 
find room for the student. 

In your particular case, we 
are informed that the students 
in your area are allowed to 
board the New Brockton bus 
out of the New Brockton dis- 
trict because there is no prac- 
tical place out of the weather 
for them to wait for the bus 


within the New Brockton 
school zone. It must be point- 
ed out, however, that this is 
a temporary arrangement until

, The Coffee County Sheriff's 
‘Departinent conducted a raid 
Sunday afternoon after twice 
buying whiskey from the own- 
er, according to statements by 
Sheriff Neil Grantham and in- 
formation on search warrants 
issued by Judge Gary McAliley. 

During the raid in which of- 


: ficers rushed the front and back 
: doors while a deputy stood ata 
window ~ and instructed every- 


one in the house to stand still, 
law officers discovered that 
illegal gambling was in pro- 
gress. Neither the whiskey 
selling nor the “friendly card 
game” was denied by the own- 
er of the house, Raymond Ros- 
coe, who said his father had 
left him the house near the 
Coffee-Covington line. 

Roscoe said he had invited 
a few friends in to play cards 
and no one was getting hurt and 
‘he didn’t see anything wrong 
with it. However, law officers 
inventoried several dozen 
decks of playing cards with 
the seal unbroken; “numerous” 
decks of used cards; a set of 
poker chips; and four sets of 
dice; and several bottles ofe 
whiskey of the brand purchased 
by undercover agents. 

A number of weapons, rifles, 
shotguns and pistols were found 
in the search of the house. 
The serial numbers ofthe wea- 
pons were recorded but the 
weapons were not impounded. 

The six men arrested were 
taken to the Coffee County jail 
where they were booked and 
allowed to post bond. Raymond 
Roscoe was charged with two 
counts of selling Alcoholic Bev- 
erages, one case of possession 
of alcoholic beverages for sale 
and running a gambling house. 
.His bonds totaled $1,400. M. D. 
Parker of Andalusia, L. H. Ro- 
gers of Opp, W. L. Mount, 
Brantley, H. D. Foley of Crest- 
view and G. B. Summerlin of 
Luverne were charged with 
gambling and released on $300 
. bond. The men were allowedto 
sign bonds for each other in 
the case.

STAINS

Have you ever got rid of 
your favorite shirt because 
you thought it was ruined by a 
stain? Many people have. Many 
common stains can be removed 
just by washing or with a spe- 
cial treatment. The most com- 
mon stains are grease, chewing 
gum and ink. 

There are many kinds of 
grease stains. Thereare cook- 
ing oils, car grease or oil, 
salad dressings, lard, butter 
and margarine. In getting out 
greasy Stains, place the stain 
face down on paper towels. Ap- 


' ply dry cleaning solvent to the 


back side of the stain and brush 
from center of stain to outer 
edges with a clean white cloth. 
Dampen the stain with water 
and rub with light duty liquid 
detergent or with bar soap. 
Rinse and launder garment. 

Chewing gum in clothing is 
most common with children. 
Apply ice to the gum to hard- 
en it. Remove excess gum 
carefully with a dull knife. 
Place stain face down on paper 
towels and sponge with a dry 
cleaning solvent. Launder the 
garment. 

Some types of ink requires 
a color remover while others 
cannot be removed. Most ink 
stains can be removed by plac- 
ing the stain face down on 
paper towels and rub with bar 
soap or with dry cleaning sol- 
vent. Rinse and launder gar- 
ment. ;

CROP RESIDUE 

It is peanut picking time 
again and many farmers are 
going to be tempted to follow 
the picker with a hay baler. 
Let us consider what you are 
doing (1) you are removing the 
only cover of protection to the 
soil until late February and 
March, which is the heaviest 
rain period in the Wiregrass; 
(2) you are asking for washing, 
gullies, broken terraces and 
sanded waterways; finally (3) 
you are removing the organic 
matter which facilitates mois- 
ture absorption and helps hold 
moisture longer.

If there is profit, it will show. 
It says in the 15th verse that 
thy profits may appear, if your 
profiting appears, it shows. 

Some people would have us 
believe that Godliness... living 
for God, being saved, being 
born again, walking in fellow- 
ship with the Lord . . has no 
profit in this life. That we just 
go through life withtrials, and 
a-“this life will soon be over” 
attitude. That we will reap 
ALL the rewards over yonder. 

Well, Godliness is profit- 
able in the life to come- it 
says so inl Timothy 4:8. Th- 
ere will bea reward over there. 
And I'm greatly concerned ab- 
out the present, because we 
have to live one day at a time. 
If godliness is going to give 
profit in the next life, ac- 
cording to this text, it also 
renders a profit in this life 
For it says ...“Having promise 
of the life that now is, and of 
that which is to come.” 

We've often heard the ex- 
pression that some people are 
so heavenly-minded that they 
are of no earthly good. It is 
possible for us toget our minds 
entirely on the future and on 
Heaven (the thought that itis all 
going to pay off over there) 
that we forget about now. I’m 
glad Paul balanced us out on 
that by saying that Godliness is 
not only profitable over yonder, 
but it has promise for the “life 
that now is.”

NEW RUSSIAN CRIMINAL... 

RELIGIOUS DISSIDENT 

A recent hearing by the 
Subcommittee on International 
affairs of the U.S. House of 
Representatives has uncovered 
a new kind of criminal in the 
Soviet Union. He is called a 
“dissident’’, and is the object of 
persecution by both the of- 
ficially sanctioned churches of 
the Soviet Union and the State 
police machinery. 

In order to understand the 
term ‘‘dissident’’ and its 
criminal implications, we néed 
to review the process by which 
any religion exists at all in the 
Soviet Union. But first, the 
Soviet Constitution guarantees 
religious freedom, the Soviets 
signed the United Nations 
Covenants guaranteeing 
religious freedom, and the 
Helsinki Accords held out the 
promise that Jews would be 
permitted to exit Russia and 
that more religious and human 
rights would be permitted the 
citizens of Russia and the 
captive nations of Eastern 
Europe. That was the promiise. 
But in reality it is not working 
out that way. Real students of 
Communism didn’t expect it to 
work out that way. 

What is a “‘dissident’’ and 
what crime has he committed to 
merit years in a Soviet 
prison, or psychiatric torture, 
or having his tongue torn out of 
his mouth and his body branded 
with hot irons, or being killed by 
dogs, or drowned in the Black 
Sea or having his wife and 
children taken from him, and 
placed in some officially ap- 
proved environments? 

When an American visitor 
goes to Moscow, he usually goes 
to church. And what he sees 
makes him believe there is total 
religious freedom in Russia. 
But, for the privilege of holding 
public worship that church has 
given to political authorities 
official permission to tell the 
church who can preach, who 
can enter seminary, who can be 
ordained, and who can be 
elected to positions of 
responsibility and influence. In 
essence, that church which has 
official sanction by the soviet 
Communist government, is a 
state church, under the 
direction and dictation of men

and women who are dedicated 
atheists and committed to the 
total ultimate elimination of all 
religion and religious thought. 

A ‘‘dissident’’ is a member of 
that church who refuses to go 
along with this sort of regime. 
He either begins to worship 
privately, or with some fun- 
damental, evangelical group 


which has not accepted such 
contro). Usually, he is turned in 
to the Communist authorities by 
the officially sanctioned church 
and then he is 


he has left... 


persecuted, and many times put 
to death by the Soviet police and 
courts. 

Sometimes his children are 
taken away from him .. . 
sometimes he has his tongue 
torn out of his head and his body 
branded with hot irons .. . 
sometimes he is sentenced to 
long years of hard labor .. . or 
put into a mental prison where 
he either goes along with the 
system . . . or becomes a 
vegetable.
